PHYSICIAN MANPOWER 

From Flexner Report in 1910 up until second Carnegie report in 1976, 
nearly all physician manpower studies indicated that there would be a se¬ 
vere shortage of physicians in the near future and called for swelling the 
number of physicians by increasing class enrollment in existing medical 
colleges and building more medical schools. 

Abruptly in October of 1978 the secretary of HEW, then Joseph A. 
Califano, Jr., claimed that within the next TO years there would be a severe 
oversupply of licensed physicians. 

There are many important variables that make projections of future 
physician requirements in imprecise calculation. The variables include esti¬ 
mates of population growth and structure — the very young and old will 
need more health care than the rest of the population. Epidemiology of 
disease and trauma will differ from decade to decade, and new diagnostic 
and therapeutic technology and many other innovations will alter the nature 
of medical service. Health care delivery systems, physician's working load, 
more women choosing medicine as a career will also be factors. The utili¬ 
zation of allied health personnel will alter physician needs. As society 
becomes more sophisticated and medical technology advances, the definition 
of optimal clinical care will alter. More important is the public willingness 
to allocate a larger fraction of their limited resources to health care. The 
extent of each of those variables and many others will have an unpredictable 
effect on future manpower planning. 

Accessibility of the physician is the most critical issue from the per¬ 
spective of the public. A large majority of ill patients can be cured by a 
well educated generalist who can also secure access to more sophisticated 
specialties and institutional care. Maldistribution is the major cause of in- 
acessibility of physicians in many areas of our society. This problem is 
world wide, and past experience has taught us increased supply would not 
correct maldistribution. The general excess of physicians does not “spill 
over” to area of need.

Other factors having an enormous effect on the health status of the 
nation include poverty, malnutrition, unemployment, self-abuse hte style, 
and others. The distribution and number of of physicians would have negli¬ 
gible influence on these problems which affect health. For example, South 
Dakota has the lowest physician / population ratio; nevertheless its resi¬ 
dents have the longest life span amongst all of the states. 

Within the last few years, the medical profession has turned more 
attention to the production of more primary care physicians. The effect ,°f 
this effort will show up in the next few years. The national Health Service 
Corporation has success, through its scholarship program, in placing physi¬ 
cians in areas of shortage. There are areas where physicians will not settle 
because there are not enough inhabitants to support a physician. The solu¬ 
tion lies in better transportation. It is also apparent that few primary care 
physicians will reside and work in inner city locations because ot the en¬ 
vironment and the fear of violence. The responsibility lies in society to 
change this rule of terror, and not for the physician alone. 

What is the harm of having an excess of physicians? According to 
Mr. Califano each physician during his or her 40 years of professional life 
will generate 12 million dollars in health care expenditure. Unfoitunately, 
the public will eventually bear the cost, irrespective of who has made the 
miscalculation in planning.

1892- 1979 

Dr. Joseph Paul Harvey, 87, died on Wednesday, Nov. 21, of a heart 
ailment at Youngstown Hospital Association’s South Unit, where he had 
been a patient for a week. 

Dr. Harvey was born in Delmont, Pa. He received his B.A. degree in 
1914 and his M.D. degree in 1918, both from the University of Pittsburgh. 
Dr. Harvey interned at Mercy Hospital Medical Center, Pittsburgh, from 
1918 to 1921. At that time he came to Youngstown to pracice industrial 
medicine. Later he became associated with Dr. R. M. Morrison, and in 1923, 
established his own practice in association with Dr. Morrison, Dr. John 
Lindsay and Dr. W. B. Turner. 

He took an interest in organized medicine, and, as secretary, from 
1926 to 1930, he edited a monthly newsletter which was the precursor of 
the Bulletin. For this he \vas honored by the Society with the presentation 
of a special plaque in 1975. 

In 1933, he was president of the Mahoning County Medical Society 
and devoted much time in establishing postgraduate courses. 

He was a Fellow of the American College of Physicians, and a found¬ 
ing member of the Ohio Chapter. He was a Fellow of the American College 
of Cardiology and a mmber of the American Heart Association. 

Dr. Harvey was interested in the arts, and made several paintings of 
the steel mills, one of which won first prize at an AMA physicians’ compe¬ 
tition. Also, he had a story published in the Saturday Evening Post in 1958. 

The Ohio State Medical Association presented him the fifty-year award 
in 1969. 

He was a member of the Sons of the American Revolution, and had 
received the Silver Beaver Award for service to the Boy Scouts. He be¬ 
longed to the Youngstown Rotary Club, Sulgrave Masonic Lodge, A1 Koran 
Shrine, the Youngstown Country Club and the Tin Whistle Golf Club at 
Pinehurst, N.C. Fie was a member of First Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. Harvey retired in 1972. As long as his health permitted, he made 
frequent visits to the hospital, where he mingled with old friends, and was 
often seen in conversation with his special friend. Dr. C. A. Gustafson.

THIRTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1949 

There were 240 active members, 2 Associate, 7 Intern, 11 Non-resident 
and 10 Honorary. 

Those days Staff meetings were held once a month. Someone read a 
paper or a group gave a symposium, memorial resolutions were presented 
for departed members, some current business was transacted and everyone 
went home. 

Medical Society meetings now have to compete with very good pro¬ 
grams in the hospitals. It is difficult to offer a scientific program with 
general appeal. A speaker on Diabetes may not attract the orthopedist, the 
dermatologist, or the psychiatrist even though the disease affects every 
organ in the human body. Consequently, attendance is falling off. A recent 
meeting to consider changes in the Constitution had to be adjourned be¬ 
cause there was not a quorum present. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1959 

President Neidus expressed pride in our Executive Secretary, Howard 
Rempes and well he should. He made special mention of Drs. Schreiber, 
Kiskaddon, McGregor, Randell and Shensa for their notable contributions 
during the year.

"Committee on Aging.’’ Some of the things recommended are now being 
done. 

O.S.M.A. dues were raised $5.00 for the coming year. Council voted 
to absorb the raise so our dues would remain the same — $125.00 for 
M.C.M.S., O.S.M.A., and A.M.A.

O’Linn’s Pharmacy was in the Bus Arcade and Blair’s Cleaners out on 
Glenwood. Brown’s was on Central Square. They are gone now. Central 
Tower had empty space for doctors. Downtown Youngstown was on the 
downgrade. 


TEN YEARS AGO —DECEMBER 1969 

Outgoing President Joseph Tandatnik took a last lick at Socialized 
Medicine. His October Editorial was reprinted verbatim in “American 
Medical News” of November 24, 1969. Outgoing Editor D. J. Dallis was 
cheered by the moon walk, but discouraged by attendance at MCMS meet¬ 
ings. The President-Elect was J. F. Stotler and the new Secretary-Elect, 
Dr. Henry Holden.
